Mountains of gold and silver ore, beside which all 
the famed riches of the Comstock Lode will some day sink to beg- 
gars’ pence, yet rear their proud heads to heaven untouched by 
pick or spade or drill. The veritable treasure-houses of the gods 
yet await the enterprise and muscle of the sturdy prospectors and 
miners, who are destined, and that ere long, to fire the avarice and 
the envy of the world with their Midas-surpassing wealth of solid 
ducats. From Alaska to Nicaragua, the whole vast system of 
Rocky Mountains and Cordilleras is an almost unbroken ore and 
mineral bed.

$8,543,800. Its yearly product was more than four times as great 
as that of all the mines of the famous Black Hills of Dakota; and it 
was outranked only by Montana, with a total of $40,695,723; and 
Colorado, with $34,028,701. Its yield of four metals in 1890 
amounted to nearly one-third of the entire assessed value of all real 
estate and personal property within its borders in 1888. There are 
mines in every county of the state. Every mountain range and 
spur is ribbed with royal ore and mineral. 

The accidental turning of a loose stone among the bushes in Onta- 
rio gulch, in Summit county, in 1872, led to the discovery of one of the 
world’s greatest bonanzas. The prospect-hole was sold to a firm of 
which R. C, Chambers, of Salt Lake, and George Hearst and J. B. 
Haggin, of California, were members, fur $30,000; and, as the On-

‘The Mercur gold-field is shown by de- 
Lapeer to cover at least a hundred square miles, and the ore- 
body runs from fifteen to seventy feet in thickness, yielding nearly 
twice as much to the tonas the African ore. It costs $6 a ton to 
mine and treat the African ore, while the total cost of turning the 
Mercur ores into bullion is only from $1.50 to $2.50 a ton. 

The Mercur mine itself, from which the camp takes its name, 
was sold in 1890 for $12,000. Since then, it has paid $525,000 in 
dividends, and expended more than that in additions, development, 
mills and machinery. J. R. De Lamar, littie more than a year ago, 
paid $70,000 for the Golden Gate mine, just across the canyon from 
the Mercur. He has opened it up with some three or four miles ot 
shafts, drifts and tunnels, all said to be in ore. Experts estimate 
the ore in sight at from $6,000,000 to $10,000,000. The Marion, 
the Geyser, the Sacramento and the Sunshine are all heavy pro- 
ducers, and new strikes are almost daily reported. 

All over the state, the strong-armed, stout-hearted prospectors 
are busy with pick and spade and drill, and the next few years will 
see more new mines discovered and opened up, than are now being 
worked. Utah is one of the world’s greatest bonanza-lands a realm 
of realization for the sanguine dreams of gold and silver hunters, a 
prospectors’ and miners’ true El Dorado.
